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When  the  letterpress  version  of  Folio  is  resumed  in  the 
near  future,  the  issues  will  appear  every  four  weeks,  not 
every  two.   Midway  between  each  issue  of  Folio  the  sta- 
tion will  send  to  subscribers  a  mimeographed  supplement 
containing  corrections  of  program  data  and  announcements 
of  subjects  or  participants  for  programs  which  could  not 
be  scheduled  four- weeks  in  advance.   The  printed  Folio 
will  have  twelve  pages  instead  of  the  former  eight. 

While  plana  fer  the  new  publication  schedule  are  being 
completed,  the  station  opens  again  the  question  of  Folio* s 
format.   In  £.  previous  poll  there  was  a  large  majority  of 
sentiment  among  subscribers  in  favor  of  retaining  the 
original  arrangement  of  the  material  by  subject,  with  an 
index  to  daily  ^-programs  compressed  on  a  single  page.  Re- 
cently a  number  of  listeners  have  complained,  as  occurred 
previously,  that  Folio  is  too  complicated. 

The  staff  will  be  guided  by  the  weight  of  comment, 
if  any,  on  this  subject.

JACK  SPICERfS  program  on  the  Folk  Music  Series  is  heard 
each  Tuesday  night  at  7:30  •   It  combines  the  singing  and 
guitar  playing  of  local  folk  music  enthusiasts  with  Jack 
S  p  i  c  e  r f  s  c  oxmnent  s  • 

Spicer  was  born  in  Hollywood,  California,  in  1925. 
His  father  is  a  former  I  .W»W«  organizer  who  ultimately 
went  into  the  hotel  business. 

In  spite  of  Spicer1 s  inability  to  carry  a  tune,  he 
has  been  interested  in  folk  songs  since  early  adoles- 
cence and  he  has  a  large  and  inaccurate  memory  of  their 
lyrics • 

Before  coming  to  Berkeley  in  1946,  he  worked  as  a 
private  detective  and  attended  the  University  of  Red- 
lands.   For  the  past  two  years  he  has  divided  his  time 
between  his  job  as  Teaching  Assistant  in  English  in  the 
University  of  California  and  the  writing  of  poetry,  which 
has  been  published  in  various  little  magazines. 

He  was  trapped  into  giving  a  ballad  program  on  KPFA 
when  he  came  to  the  studios  to  be  interviewed  about  a 
Poetry  Festival  in  which  he  was  appearing.  He  mentioned 
his  interest  in  ballads,  and  has  been  producing  his 
weekly  broadcast  ever  since.

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SIGNAL    PLANS 

Subject  to  the  tides  on  the  Potomac,  KPFA  should  soon 
be  authorized  to  change  its  channel  and  strengthen  its 
signal*  An  application  pending  before  the  F.C.C.  re- 
quests use  of  FM  channel  285—104.9  megacycles.  Chief 
job  in  making  the  change  is  construction  of  a  new 
broadcast  antenna  by  the  station's  engineering  staff, 
which  will  require  three  or  four  weeks  after  the  au- 
thorization is  received. 

Interference  by  KN3C-FM  and  to  a  lesser  extent  by 
KSBR  has  been  due  to  the  fact  that  KPFA1 s  channel  is 
separated  from  those  of  the  more  powerful  stations  by 
only  half  the  distance  necessary  for  interference -free 
broadcasting.  On  the  new  channel  applied  for  KPFA 
will  have  no  immediately  adjacent  neighbors.  The  new 
antenna  will  appreciably  increase  the  station's  ef- 
fective radiated  power  and  the  size  of  its  audience.
